valuables of the Bank escaped damage from 
sithor water.or fire. In case, however, the 
flames had spread beyond control, the 
books, documents and other like- articles, 
were all placed in xendiness for xemoval to 
the Agra Bank. It was wise to take the 
precaution, for it was only by the willing- 
ness of everybody to assist that the flames 
were 80 quickly extinguished, ‘and if more 
water was used than was absolutely neces- 
pary, it only made assurance doubly sure 
against another ontbroak.- 

When the firemen and public withdrew 
from the building, all that remained in the 
Yoom in which the fire ocourred was a once 
beautifal brass bedstead, the mattresses of 
which wore -saturated with water, and a 
wardrobe; and both articles showed that 
the flames must have had good hold when 
their extinction. was first essayed, The 
walls were rendered bare and the mould- 
ings were dropping from the ceiling; and 
the. woodwork of the windows leading on 
‘to the verandah were charred and in one 
ease had been .pulled down. altogether. 
The uppermost part of the verandeh was 
acomplete wreck. All things considered, 
however, the damage was not groat—thanks 
to the exertions of the police dnd the 
amateur firemen—for a refreshing breeze 
was blowing and but for their timely 
atrival and their indefatigable oxertions 
the probabilities aro that the building, 
which is one of the oldest in the Settlement, 
‘would have been completely gutted. 

There is only the atatemerit of the Chinese 
sorvants as to how the fire originated, but 
their éxplanation seems very simple, that 
is, that the window ourtains blew against 
the gas’ bracket between tho, two’ middle 
windows; and nobody being in the room or 
on the landing at the time, the. mischiof 
was not discovered until 8 coolie went to 
seo that all was right before going to bed, 
when he found all the ourtains ablaze.—N,

THE RUSSIANS AT SULINA. 

3 Constantinople, April 11, 
Her sinety's gunboat Cockatrice has just 
returned from Sulina, where for the last 
four months she has been watching aver.the 
interests of the Intemational Commission, 

which had hean_.sadly .psojudiced—by— 
Russian operations during the war and were 
not considered to be quite out of danger 
even with the conclusion ‘of the armistice, 
seeing that among other’ conditions is the 
temporary possession of the pricipal mouth 
of the Danube by the one European Power 
whose interests would best be served by its 
bacoming blocked up to the exclusicn of 
general traffic, Notwithstanding the high 
atate of tension at which the relations 
between the two countries have now for some 
time past been standing, our people and the 
Russians met upon tho most friendly terme, 
and the latter were vory communicative in 
respect to all the operations, naval and mili- 
tary, which had been carried on in that 
uartéer during the war. As there were no 
respondents with this proportion of the 
Russian forces, and little enough was heard 
of its doings while hostilities were still going 
on, it is interesting to hear from themselves 
Lhow it was-thoy failed to effect so little, 
notwithstanding “supwior numbers, their 
torpedoes, and armed lighters. It was very 
carly seen by the officers of the Cockairice 
that the army and navy did not get on vory 
well together. ~The Russian military officers 
were lond in dispraise of theif brethren of 
the sea, abusing them for a want of enter- 
prise, and speaking of them on every occa- 
ston in no easnred terms of contempt. The 
Popoffkas, they Say, sotually. started from 
Odessa once fo engage the ships off Sulina, 
but the daptains got frightened when the 
seas came washing over all as they were 
drawing out of the Bay, so they returned to

indicating the presence of a torpedo, Tho
